the mails during the interval being 
paid for in a sort ofirregular, huxter- 
ing Way, by no means creditable to 
the Government of the day ; for if our 
memé@ry. serves us, frequent disputes 
arose, and the Commander of the 
steanjer repeatedly refused to carry 
the mails, unless some arrangemenis 
were'made. We think we are correct 
in-saying that during the period to 
which we allude, the mail bags were 
more than once refused admission on 
board the steamer both at San 
.Frangisco and at Esquimalt! This 
not very reputable or satisfac- 
tory state of affairs continued with 
more, or less intensity until. about 
twelve months ago, when the 
Government of British Columbia. im- 
pressed with the vital importance of 
having a regularly subsidized line of 
steamers plying between these Colon- 
ies and California, to encourage immi- 
gration and facilitate commerce, as 
well as to ensure the regular trans- 
mission of mail matter, invited the 
Government of Vancouver Island to 
unite'in subsidizing a line which would 
meet the wants of both colonies. After 
repeated attempts to obtain so reason- 
able and abviously advantageous a co- 
“Operation it became manifest that the 
people of Victoria would be a party 
to no‘arrangement by which the mail 
steamers would extend their trips to 
the mainland, and the only course left 
open to our Government was to sub- 
sidize.a line of steamers unaided and 
alone.” This was soon accomplished; 
and although the subsidy was paid 
wholly by the Government of British 
Columbia, the steamers receiving it 
were freely allowed to stop at Victor- 
ia, both on the upward and downward 
trips, thus producing a striking con- 
trast fo the dog-in-the-manger policy 
of ou¥ neighbors.
